h ‘Previous Legislation 


The Deily Life Security Law represents @ completely new bésis 
for provicing public aid to needy persons in Japan in that it authcrizes the 
granting of aid to all needy persons rather then a few selected categories. ie 
Tt is & general rather then a categorical approéch to the provision of public 
&ssistance. Previously in Japan there were other lews which &uthorized public — 
aid for selected grouns of persons. A total of five such lews were repealed

Ce. SCAP Directives 


It is to be noted that the Daily Life Security Law cemplies 
with the provisions of SCAPIN 775, issued on 27 Februery 1946 which provided 
that the Pelief and }elfare Plan submitted by the Japenese Government must 
conform to the following conditions: 


(1) The establishment of a single National Government Agency 
which, through Prefectural and locel governmentéel chennels 
will provide adequate food, clothing, shelter and medical 
eare equelly to all indigent persons without discrimine- 
tion or preferential treatment. 


(2) That finuncial support end operational responsibility be 
assumed by the Japenese Government anc not celegated to 
any private or quasi - cfficial agency. 


(3) Theat within the emount necessery to prevent hardship, ne 
limitétion be placed on the amount of relief given. . 


d. Ordinances and Reguletions 


In order to secure an understanding of the manner in which the 
Daily Life Security Law is carried out, it is necessary to analyze not only 
the Law, but also the ordinences enc regulations subsequently issued by the 
Ministry of Welfere. The most important related ordinance is (Imperial) 
Ordinence ‘No. 438, Subject: Enforcement of the Daily Life Security Lav, 
issued on 20 September 1946 (Inclosure 2 to this Bulletin) which contains 
detailed regulations on how the law is to be carried out. 


The Ministry of Welfere &lso issues letters of instructions 
concerning the Daily Life Security Law which ere usually designéted as Hetsu 
sha (Hatsu muy be translated as dispatch; Sha is an abbreviation for Shakei 
Kyoku, the Socie.l affairs Bureau, which is responsible for administering the 
Daily Life Security Law). One of the more important dispatches issued by the 
Ministry of "elfare concerning the Law is Hatsu Sha No. 106 issued on 16 
September 1946 (Inclosure #3). This wis issued by the Vice-Minister of Vel- , 
fere to &11 prefectural governors enc conteing general instructions énd inter- 
pretutions concerning the lawe 
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e. Eelated Laws 


In addition to the Daily Life Security Léw there are other 
statutes which are related to the program authorized, One cf the more 
-importént of these laws is the Minsei~iin Law péssed by the Japanese Diet in 
July 1948. The euthority for &ppointing, duties, orgenization end method of 
oper&étion of ilinsei-iin is contained in this law which became effective on 
29 July icieaiael

| The Sick or Dece:sed Wayfurers' Law (Koryo Byonin oyobi Koryo . 
Shibonin Tori«tsukei Ho). Law No. 93 of 28 March 1898 is still in effect. This 
lew provides id to 4 person, away from home, who is sick without «ny means to 
secure medical care, or a person found dead on the street who has no respon- 
sible reletive or whose identification cannot be established. The heed of 
city, town or villege is responsible for administration of the lew. 


The Child Welfare Law (Jido Fukushi Ho) which became effective on 1 January 
1948, provides for a complete children's program, including Maternal and 
Child Health services. (See TB - PH = WEL 11 issued in February 1948). 


2e Eligibility heaquirements 
&e Need 
There is oniy one basic eligibility requirement for assistance 


under the Daily Life Security Law. It is provided by Article 1 of the Law that 
the Government is responsible for providing aid to person requiring assistance, 


b. Residence or Settlement 
Fesidence is not an eligibility requirement for receiving 
assistance under the Lbaily Life Security Law. The Law (Article 4) provides 
that when the residence is not certain, the headman of the city, town or 
village where the needy person is located is responsible for providing pro- 
tection. 


¢. Responsibility of Relatives . 


The law specifically provides (Article 3) that aid shall not 


be provided to any person who hes legally responsible relatives who are able 


to support him, In emergency cases, however, aid may be proviced to such 
persons, for example; aid may be proviced to persons who are temporarily 
separated from their legally responsible relatives. In Japéen legally respon- 
sible relatives are chilcren, parents, brothers and sisters, uncles &@nd aunts, 
The definition of a legally responsible reletive is found in the civil code 
and not in the Daily Life Security Law. Article 34 of the Daily Life Secur- 
ity Lew provides thet when assistance has been granted te a person who has a 
legally responsible relative able to support him the amount of assistance pro- 
vided may be collected in whole or in pért from the relative, In actual 
practice this orovision of the law is seldom used. 


3. Types of Aid Provided 


Although public assistance in Japan is now authorized under one 
statute there are various types of aid available. Article 11 of the Daily 
Life Security Law provides for the following types of assistance: livelihood, 
medical, birth, vocationel, anc funeral. Persons with less income than is 
necessary for ued, clothing, shelter, and incidental living expenses may be 
eligible for one or all of these types of aid. Those persons who have oniy 
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sufficient income or resources to cover food, clothing, shelter and inciden-

‘ke Aid for Livelihood ee Relief) 
& Form of Aid Provided 


General public assistance, or aid for livelihood, is provided 
on.& monthly basis: in cash end in kind to neecy persons. A recent agreement 
between Ministry of Fineénee and Ministry of. Welfare should assure that n&tion- 
6&1 funds ére,availeble prior to the first of each month. It is expected that 
this may be difficult in the closing months of the fiscal year, when alloca- 
tion must take "overages" and Nunderages" into consideration, and at the 
opening of the fiscal year when appropriaticns by the Diet may be slowe 
Assistance in kind has generally been limited to clothing, bedding &nd house- 
hold goods. The greatest portion of this type of assistance in the past has 
come from stocks of Japanese army anc navy clothing. Since only small amounts 
of such elothing remain in most prefectures such assistance in the future must 

come from current indigenous production, ;

Family "A" public assistance grant is over ¥2600 and also over ¥3250 and 
therefor requires approval by the governor and by the Ministry of Welfare. 
Femi:y "B" public assistance grant is over ¥2600 yet under ¥3250 and there- 
for requires approval by the governor. 

In families A and B the $2600 allowed with local approval would be granted 
immeciately upon local eligibility acceptance, Increases authorized over 
that amount by the governor and the Ministry of Welfare presumably would 
retroactive to the effective local eligibility date. Family "C" would 


receive its grant immediately upon local acceptance of eligibility. 


é. Basis for Computing "Limit Necesséry for a Minimum Living". 


Central government officials are 4s yet exceedingly reluce- 


‘tant to give local officials complete authority in authorizing grants, 


The present program as outlined above still retains certain cumbersome 
aspects which may tend toe limit the size of local individual public assis- 
tance grants, Better training for loc#l officials and for Minsei-iin will 
help to overcome this reluctance, Government officials and Minsei-iin 
officials de not as yet believe that many local officials and Minsei-iin 
are competent enough to evaluate other resources which might be deducted in 
addition to cash income. They &lso believe that the volunteer status of 

the liinsei-iin and their admittedly heavy responsibilities in addition to 
the public assistance program precludes the possibility of making additionél 
demands on their time end effort by requesting use of a4 family budget system 
énd a full evaluation of needs and resources, Ministry officials are, how- 
ever, studying all types of family budgeting end methods of determining 
eligibility in order to prep&re a more adequate program for the future..

Birth Aid includes delivery aid, pre-natal aid, post- 
pertum care, &nd nursing care, The provision of birth «id is authorized 


by Article il of the Daily Life Security Law and is further defined by 
Article 2 of the Enforcement Ordinence. © 


Cee case of abnormal ee the treatment provided may 
be considered es coming under the regulation providing medical aic, In other 


words an ibnormal delivery may be regarded es requiring medical aid rather 


than birth aid, ‘In this way higher péyments may be made when necessary, 
Also when an expectant woman requires hospite lization for delivery the hos- 
pitel charges may be paid under the medice] &id program. 


(2) Facilities

Birth eid is received from an institute of protection, 

or.é2n institute of medicul treatment specified by the Minister of Welfare, 

or ény physician or midwife specified by the Mayor of the city or the head- 

mén of the town or villege concerned. Under pressing circumstances, however, 

such treatment may be secured from any physician or midwife not specified by 


the mayor of the, city, or the headmen of the tewn or villege concerned,

(3) Fee Schedule 
For the "six larger cities" end for the "other cities" 
the provision for payment is similar, It includes (1) én initiel examination 
et ¥40; (2) 6 additions. extminetions at ¥20 each; (3) delivery fee of ¥300; 
(4) 6 baths at ¥15 eech; a total of ¥550. Towns end villeges differ only in 
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that the delivery fee is ¥250, If there are special circumstances, increases

Ce Occupation Aid 
(1). Extent 


Gdcune'tion Aid is extended by granting or lending of 
funés, instruments, or materials required for one's occupation, or by giving 
oe training as is required. (Article 8 of the Enforcement Ordin- 
ance) ¢ ¢ 


Accordingly Occupétion Aid is provided only when the 
working ability of 4 person still exists, or can be developed. The aim is to 
encourage the individual to work for himself in cultivating an independent and 
self-help spirit, 


(2) Standard Amount 


The funds, instruments, and materials granted or lent 
under Occupation Aic should be limited to the minimum indispensable for en- 
abling the person aided to become self-supporting. 


The standard amount to be disbursed for the granting or 
lending the funds, instruments or materials necessary for securing an occupa- 
tion is 1,000 yen for one person capable of working, and within the scope of 
this amount, the headman of a town, or village concerned is authorized to 
make & decision as to its granting or lending, In case the amount to be pro- 
vided exceeds 1,000 yen but is less than 2,000 yen, the headman of the town 
or villege can grant or lend the money required with the approval of the 
governor. 


The standard amount of the expenses to be disbursed 
for acquiring technical training is 3 yen per person a day, supplied to the 
person. Six months is usually the méximum length of such training. If it is 
deemed necessary under certain circumstances, an increase in the standard 
amount, or the extention of the technical training period is allowed with the 
approval of the Minister of Welfare... 


dy Funeral Aid 
(1) Extent 


Article 17 of the Daily Life Security Law and Ministry 
of Welfare Regulation No. 38 (Article 13) provides that funeral aid shall be 
extended through the grénting or lending of money or things requirea for a 
funeral (Article 9 of the Enforcement Ordinance). When the recipient of public 
assistance dies the funeral expense may be paid to the responsible member of 
the familys In the event there is no one who would ordinarily provide for the 
deceasea recipient of public assistance, the headman of city, town or village 
who has been giving aid to this person is responsible for the funeral,
